CHANGSHA 


Extent of Damage Surveyed by 
Mission Heads 


Information has been received in| 
Shanghai relative to the damage 
mn property in Chan; 

sha during the recent outrage by 
the Reds. The information comes 
from Mr. W. H. Clark, of the Pres- 
byterian Mission and Mr. D. D. 
Steybe of the CLM. at Changsha 
wlio together with other heads of 
missionary societies made a 
thorough survey of the situ 
there. 

‘Their findings were as follow:— 

China Inland Mission property 
outside the Salt Gate was complete 
ly looted and badly damaged, but 
not burned. The Hudson Taylor 
Hospital was not looted. The Blind 
school in the east suburb of the city 
was looted and used by the Reds 
for barracks. 

Norwegian Mission, Salt Gate St. 
‘was thoroughly looted and buildings 
torn down to avoid the spread of 
the fire. ‘There were some big hotels 
in the vicinity and also the  tele- 
‘graph office and it was to avoid the 
spread of fire to these that the 
buildings were destroyed. The re- 
sidentive property on the east side of| 
the city, at the Liuyang Gate was 
thoroughly looted and damaged. 

‘The Hunan Bible Institute, builé- 
ings and furniture not damaged, but 
personal possessions of foreign and 
Chinese teachers looted. These 

























































buildings were used as the Commun- 
ists’ headquarters.

MUEL ON CHINA 


Me‘hods to End Present Conditions in this Country: Possible 


Intervention at the 


Invitation of China 


From Or OWN ConnesroxoENT 


London, July 25. 
Sir Herbert Samuel, in speaking 
in the House of Commons yesterday, 
on the Board of ‘Vote made 
some important allusions to China, 
as follows:— —/ 

I suggested at the beginning that 
our troubles were largely due to the 
isturbances of distant markets, 
India, China and Russia, So far as 
India is concerned, the economic 
‘questions are so far interwoven with 
‘the political that they cannot use- 
fully or properly be discussed here 
to-day on the Board of Trade Vote. 
But the fact remains that the clos- 
ing of the Indian markets, partly 
by protective duties and partly by 
boycott, is the principal cause, 
among many, of the plight in which 
Lancashire finds itself to-day. With 
regard to China, I would ask the 
President of the Board of Trade 
whether he could not make repre- 
sentations to his colleague at the 
Foreign Office that some effort 
should be made in the interests of 
British trade with the Far East and 
the trade of the whole world in 
China, so far as is possible to bring 
within view some end of the tur- 
the wars, almost the anarchy 
which have now been prevailing in 
China for so 
whole world to sit still, decade after 
decade, and see this vast portion of 
mankind left floundering in the 
position in which they now are? 

T do not suggest that there should 
be any intervention, except at the 
invitation of the Chinese Govern- 
‘ment itself; but I understand that 
there is some reason to think that 
in China this matter is now under 
‘consideration. If the Chinese Gov- 
‘ernment were to invite the League 
‘of Nations and the United States 
ether to assist by a commission, 
as the League of Nations has 
fastisted in the restoration of some 
of the countries of Europe with 
great success, I feel sure that the 
Governments, members of the 
League of Nations, would readily 
respond to an invitation of that 
Kind. There cannot be any question 
of intervening by force or of an 
Unwelcome intervention. But I have 
reason to think that this idea is 
at all events in the air, and if there 
is anything that the British Govern- 
ment can do to promote it I feel 
sure that the nation as a whole 









































‘There has been the fall in silver, 
difficulties in China and other diffi- 
culties in the Far East. On that 
point I ought to say, in passing, 
that we propose to send almost im- 
mediately a trade 
Far East of the most representative 
‘character that we can get together 
for the express purpose over a fair 
period of studying that market and 
no doubt also of finding out whether 
there are any financial or other 















arrangements which can be recom- 
mended to this country and which 
‘can be made practical polities for 
developing what might be a huge 
market, a very important market, 
if we can get effective access to it. 
Steps will be taken almost immedi- 
ately and I trust that trade mission 
‘will leave at a very early date. Ag 
to other markets, in the United 
States of America the tariff is 
higher and the problem is aggravat- 
ed by the growth of unemployment 
in the United States. ‘The probable 
tendency of the depth of industrial 
depression there will be to make 
them rely more and more on the 
artificial—as I regard them—tariff 
barriers. on which they have 50 
largely relied. 

‘We are confronted with this ever- 
lasting problem. How are we to 
bridge that gulf between production 
‘on the one side and on the other 
‘that great mass of legitimate and 
unsatisfied demand exemplified in 
‘the 900,000,000 people in India, 
China and Russia who have lost 
part of the standard of life which 
they previously enjoyed and have 
to that extent reduced the demand 
for these goods? What is the solu- 
tion of that problem? Some of the 
ablest minds have suggested that 
there must be some question of 
credit or currency policy involved. 
‘There is the widespread effect of 
the so-called sterilization of gold 
reserves in the United States and, 
to some extent, a similar steril 
tion of gold reserves in France, 
There is the argument that there 
should be more credit made avail- 
fable in this hour of world emerg- 
ency, that it would be sound policy 
to extend credit to meet the situa~ 
tion, And there are other proposals 
of a far-reaching character, side by 
side with them, for world price 
stabilization, We have to try 
whether we can by some kind of 
agreement iron out these fluctua~ 
tions, to use an awkward phrase, 
to remove that uncertainty in price 
levels which has done so much to 
contribute to this distress

The news of the recapture of 
‘Tsinan is the best received from 
‘the war zone for many days. This 
is not entirely on account of the 
natural satisfaction with which 
‘Nanking will view the success 
gained by General Chiang Kai- 
shek but because it presents 
an opportunity to which both 
contending parties might direct 
eareful attention, The North- 
ern troops have been com- 
pelled by the superior forces 
‘at the disposal of the South— 
forces equipped with bombing 
aeroplanes and tanks — to 
evacuate a city which they have 
held for some weeks. Their grip 
‘on Shantung. has thereby been 
sensibly weakened and, “unl 
the messages from Peking are 
more grievously at fault than 
usual, there is some degree of 
dismay at this revival of Nan- 
King’s power offensive. It should 
not, however, be forgotten that 
General Feng Yu-hsiang has 
been planning a blow at Kueiteh 
and, if it were to be developed 
to the point of complete success, 
the victory at Tsinan would be 
not merely barren but probably 
the prelude of greater danger to 
the lines of communication of 
General Chiang Kai-shek’s army. 
‘These considerations are no 
doubt well in the mind of the 
High Command for they must 
considerably effect the disposi- 
tion of troops detailed to hold 
‘Tsinan and will certainly induce 
caution in attempting any ex- 
tended pursuit of the Northora 
troops beyond that city. 
Gratifying though this victory 
must be to Nanking, it is exceed- 
ingly unlikely that, when the 
first enthusiasm has died down, 
it will be regarded as in any wi 
decisive, Four months of d 
sultory warfare may.not have re- 
sulted in much loss of effectives 
or territory on other side, They 
have, however, frittered away re- 
sources of which China stands in 
urgent need. They have nearly 
paralysed the recognized govern- 
mont of China in the face of 
‘an ever-growing and more aud- 
acious communist advance. 
‘They have heavily depleted the 
treasury and, combined with 
general world’ conditions, they 
have greatly contributed to the 
calamitous depreciation of 
Chinese currency. When it 
considered that, during April 
and May, China imported from 
India alone Rs.360 lakhs worth 
of rice, as against about Rs.35 
lakhs ‘for the corresponding 
period of each of the two pre- 
ceding years, the drain of the 
present grave economic situation 
‘on the welfare of the people as 
a whole can be dimly apprec' 
ed. If there be any reality in 
the professions of patriotism 
made either in the North or ia 
the South there must be a coni- 
mon desire to strive for the tet~ 
‘mination of hostilities which in- 
evitably sesist in widening the 
circle of blighting depression. 
It was understandable a few 
days ago that the Nanking Gov- 
‘ernment might feel reluctance to 
move in the direction of negotia- 
‘tions with the North. They had 
{litle to show for the main 
aince of the view that such a 
tnove was born of conscivus 
trength. Similarly the North 
could feel no confidence that en 
offer to come to terms, would not 







































































be misunderstood. To-day, on 
both sides, prestige would in no 
way be endangered by a move 
for reconciliation. The North 
still hold a powerful threat to 
the further advance of Nanking. 
Nanking has regained important 
round which it lost. Neither 
side can seea speedy termination 
of hostilities by the mere oper- 
ation of its respective fighting 
forces. The stalemate, which 
has been staring both in the fa 
Tor the last four months, still 
persists. In such circumstances 
honour and material interest cry 
aloud with remarkable and, pec- 
‘haps, unusual unanimity. On 
the one side there is the Govern- 
ment which is, at present re- 
cognized by the world as the 
proper government of China; 
truncated in its authority, bled 
white by economic forces within 
and without its control, grievous- 
ly hampered in the performance 
of many of its ordinary civil 
functions but still—the Govern- 
ment. On the other is a viril 
dissenting faction the 
power to keep its component 
parts in coherent alliance in e1- 
forcement of its will—a faction 
which is able to assume some of 
the authority of a government 
and successfully, within given 
territorial limits, to defy to the 
bitter end the administration, of 
which it should be a part. If 
these facts are frankly recogniz- 
ed and the good of China ‘s 
placed in the forefront of con- 
sideration there surely now 
should be some attempt made. t9 
reconcile the aspirations of Nan- 
king and the North. ‘The op- 
portunity stands out clear. It 
may not recur. If only the two 
combatants would perceive it 
and act on its implications, the 
vietory of Tsinan might easily 
become a turning point in 
China's present tribulation, For 
ff peace ensued between South 
and North, could there then be 
some hope of an organized an! 
d effort being made to cop2 
with the task of liberating China 
from the nightmare of com- 
munist oppression and economic 
chaos, Will the opportunity be 
taken?

Perhaps the best way to deal 
with Mr. Close—if he is really 
worth serious attention—is to 
‘emphasize Mr, Thompson's quali- 
fications for discussing this 
important subject on the chief 
page of the chief British news- 
paper—a position which is not 
lightly given to any contributor. 
Mr. Thompson is at present lec- 
turer in Bengali at Oxford U 
versity, where he graduated; he. 
holds the degree of Ph. D. of 
London; he was for elever™Vears 
an educational missionary in 
Bengal, during three years of 
which he was on military duty 
serving in the Mesopotamiaa 
campaign. In that campaign, 
where he won the MLC. and 
mention in despatches the 
iron entered into his soul 
owing to the terrible mis- 
management of the campaign 
by the Government of India. 
‘This point is mentioned to show 
that Mr. ‘Thompson is by no 
means a blind admirer of British 
administration in India, He has 
written most delightful verse, 
and among his contributions to 
literature are a brilliant picture 
of Bengal life—“An Indian Day” 
—and a most sympathetic and 
appreciative sketch of Rabind- 
ranath Tagore, whom he greatly 
admires and of whom he is a 
close personal friend. While 
dealing with Mr. ‘Thompson's 
biliography, it may be mentioned 
—in order to soothe Mr. Upton 
Close—that he also wrote a very 
much criticized book called “The 
Other Side of the Medal,” which, 
although brilliant in its way, and 
admirable in its desire to re- 
concile British and Indian views 
‘of the Mutiny, went too far ia 
the direction of attempting to 
prove the Indian case, and it 
brought down on Mr. Thomp- 
son not altogether unjustified 
charges of historical inaccuracy, 
Here is another gift for Mr. 
Upton Close. 

In discussing the events and 
affairs of India, Mr. Thompson 
is dealing with a period and a 
drama in which-he has been aa 
ctual player. Mr. Upton Close, 
in the limited amenities of 
Shanghai, possibly has not been 
‘acquainted with this informa- 
tion, otherwise he would have 
hesitated before persisting i 
his, confusion of Baghdad’ and 
Jerusalem.

An 
instance of how he can take 
sinister share in labour disput 
occurred only recently when p 
ssional gunmen lay in wait, 
fortunately unsuccessfully,’ for 
an official of the French utilities 
company. An even better 
illustration occurred i 
when there was a regular cain- 
paign of assassination in the 
Pootoo Road mill district. This 
was a result of the work of hired 
gangsters. Strikers, even agita- 
tors themselves, would not 
willingly indulge in such a cam- 
paign, unless under outside pres- 
sure, such as might be exercised

THE SALARIES REPORT 
Aug. 19. 

Letters published in the ap- 
propriate column during the past 
week indicate that no small 
interest is being taken in the 
matter of the salaries paid to 
municipal employees, and the 
publication of the report of the 
Salaries Commission which bas 
been sent to the Municipal 
Council, and which, it is under- 
stood, is in the hands of the 
printers, is eagerly awaited by 
many. There bas been, according 
to current report, some difference 














of opinion concerning the 
advisibility of publishing the 
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report as received, because the 
Commission did its work and 
Prepared its findings at a time 
when the tael was worth about 
2s, 6d. and, consequently, such 
findings may not be entirely ap- 
plicable in circumstances involy- 
ing exchange .around 1s. 64. 
Nevertheless it is gratifying to 
know that the report will reach 
the ratepayers, even if it does no 
more than indicate to them what, 
in the Commission's opinion, 
should have been’ done with 
municipal salaries had exchange 
remained normal. It is quite 
possible that, with the compa’- 
sionate allowance granted to em- 
ployees drawing up to Tis. 500 
jper month, and the exchange 
gompensation’ arrangement ap- 
plying to all ranks, the recom- 
tions of the Salaries Com- 
ion may have the effect of 
doing ample justice to the 
municipal services in the matter 
of pay at the expense of rate- 
payers who are not and may 
never be anywhere near as well 
off.

It was published in full on April 
9, 1921, in the Municipal Gazette, 
and was considered by the ra 
payers as a whole in an amend- 
‘ment to Resolution VI, providinz 
for the adoption of the Budget 
for the year and the authoriza- 
tion of a loan issue. The recom- 
mendations of the report in ques- 
tion, generally speaking, com- 
mended themselves to the Coun- 
cil, although it was unable to 
consider them in detail before 
that meeting, but in order to 
meet the cost of putting the 
commendations into effect, the 
Council proposed to increase the 
land tax from seven-tenths of one 
per cent. to one per cent, and 
the general municipal rate from 
14 per cent. to 16 per cent, The 
amendment was thrown out and 
with it went the report of the 
Salaries Commission. In ord 
to carry out the suggestions of 
the Commission the Couneil had 
to raise between Tis. 200,000 
and Tis. 250,000, four-fifths of 
which was to go to men draw- 
ing less than Tis, 300 per month. 
On the face of it, this was not 
an unreasonable suggestion, 

Rightly or wrongly the rate- 
payers were constituted the final 
Court of Appeal, because the 
Couneil had to ask them to raise 
the money. Thereby a precedent 
was established, the application 
of, or failure to apply which 
‘will be awaited with considerable 
interest this year. It would no: 
appear on the face of things 
that the Council will have any 
need to raise money to finance 
present recommendations, and it 
can, if it wishes, put them into 
effect without consulting the 
ratepayers. But the manner in 
which the Council handled ¢] 
question of salaries after the 
rejection of the earlier report 
gave rise to no small amount of 
criticism: to put the present re~ 
port into effect without consult- 
ing the ratepayers may very well 
create even more. On the other 
hand, it might be unfair to ask 
ask the municipal servants to 
‘wait until the next ratepayers’ 
meeting before doing anything 
for them along whatever lines 
have been suggested. It has been 
contended, however, that the re-

PREFERENTIAL 
‘TREATMENT 
Aug. 13. 

Upon consideration’ of certain 
facts relating to one of China's 
most important industries— 
cotton—the foreign merchant 
may well wonder what his 
position is going to be after 
October 10. That is the official 
date for the abolition of likin, 
and on that occasion there will 
also be a revision of Customs 
duties, although in what respect 
it will operate has not been an- 
nounced. The position of the 
cotton industry, in the cirew 
stances, is worthy of study 
showing the rocks ahead on 
which local commerce may be 
wrecked, and it is little wonder 
that the foreign interests en- 
gaged in that industry are show- 
ing increasing — disquietude. 
After October 10 in addition to 
'y Customs duties a 
and an Internal Con- 
sumption Tax will be in force in 
order to enhance the revenue of 
the Government, and over and 
above these, it must be called to 
mind, it has for the past two or 
three years been a rule that 
goods leaving Shanghai pay duty 
for the privilege of going into 
the interior. So far so good, but 
then come imthe other forms of 
taxation to which such articles: 
as cotton yarn and cloth manu- 
factured in Shanghai under 
foreign auspices have’ recently. 
been subjected. The word 
























‘foreign’ pecially import- 
ant in this case, for discrimina- 
tion is being shown to the 


products of mills of purely 
Chinese ownership. While it is 
a well established economic 
axiom that the home market is 
the most important for any 
industry, it can here be shown 
that in’ comparison with the 
foreign trade which ‘has been 
built up, restraint is actually 
being imposed on the domestic 
side. 

This condition of affairs com- 
mences with the desire of the 
Chinese Government to promote 
Home industries, for which pur- 
pose Nanking ‘apparently 
solved to give Chinese manu- 
facturers privileges not enjoyed 
by foreign mills in the country, 
notwithstanding that the latter 
employ a vast amount of Chinese 
labour as well as providing use 
for a great deal of Chinese 
capital at remunerative rates. 
The fact, however, that such 
cotton mills and factories are of 
foreign capitalization and maa- 
agement—although in some 
cases merely nominal—is now 
debarring them from. what is 
known as the Privileged Factory 
‘Treatment under which Chinese 
préducts are freed from all 
internal taxation once a fée for 
this Privileged Factory Treat- 
ment has been paid, To quote 
instances of how foreign enter- 
prise in the cotton industry of 
China-is being hampered, it has 
only to be pointed out that while 
such passes are issued to 
Chinese fitmis, some: by the 
Ministry of Finance, others by 
the Ministry of | Commerce, 
Industry. and Labour, none are 
available for the products of 
foreign owned mills. Theoreti+ 





























cally, it is true, these do not} 
confer any rights not enjoyed by 
foreign concerns, but in actual 
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practice passes now being issued 
by Chinese mills having a photo- 
graphic reproduction of the 
document from: either of the 
Ministries mentioned above, are, 
accepted by likin and other 
revenue barriers as valid. ex- 
emption certificates, no further 
duty being collected by the goods, 
covered by such passes.

Hon to the remarks made in a 
work entitled “The Cotton, 
Industry of Japan and China” by 
Mr. Arno S. Pearse, general 
secretary of the International 
Federation of Master Cotton 
Spinners’ and Manufacturers’ 
Associations, Manchester. Two 
brief extracts from his book will 
suffice to indicate his conclusions 
with reference to China, 

“She (Japan) has incidentally 
taught the Chinese how to train 
the Chinese workpeople and how 
to manage mills, yet the Chines 
resent their coming and hope to 
tax. some day, these Japanese 
owned mills out of existence”, 

And again: 

“Shanghai is still the centre of 
the Chinese cotton mill: industry, 
and the mill owners are very: glad 
to avail themselves of the protoc- 
tion of the Foreign Settlement 
during the present unsettled state 
of their own country, Several of 
the Chinese acknowledged re~ 
Tuctantly that withovt the for- 
cigner at Shanghai neither they, 
nor their mills would be in 
existence, 

Here can be seen the real begi 
nings of the Home industry 
which the Chinese Government 
in theory desires to foster but 
which in practice it seems to-be 
endeavouring — to _ throttle.

BRITISH FOLLY 
Aug. 19. 

Lord Uliswater’s frank admis- 
sion of the failure of his Com-| 
mittee of all the talents and all 
the parties to arrive at an agreed 
conclusion on any device for re- 
forming the electoral system of 
Great Britain has been received 
‘with equanimity in the country 
mainly coneerned. In other’ 
words the British people are ap- 
parently quite prepared to jog’ 
along in the same old haphazard 
way of choosing their masters at 
Westminster. This purblind 
folly will no doubt be the sub- 
Ject of appropriate condemna- 
tion in those most efficient 
cireles which for years have 
been dinning into the ears of the 
public the mathematical virtues 
of the transferable vote, propor 
tional representation, the alter- 
native vote and the rest of the 
high-falutin verbiage of the 
creator of ideal constitutions. 
“Vox populi, voz dei"—that is 
the cry of the ardent democrat’ 
and his modern mentor seeks to 
insist that the voice shall be 
brought within the scope of 
waverlengths nicely adjusted to 
the percentages of female to 
male voters, the incidence of po- 
pulation and the number of 
candidates seeking the suffrages 
of the free and independnt elec- 
tors. This highly scientific 
method of electioneering has 
been put into force in certain 
countries and. in England, in 
certain institutions. A very re- 
spectable society has been ad- 
voeating the claims of “P.R, 
as it is affectionately termed— 
‘and it cuts quite a pretty figure 
in Geneva and at Chatham House 
where, as everyone knows, the 
fate of nations is determined 
with that beautiful attention to 
detail and theory which makes 
strong men inarticulate and 
weak women more hysterical 
than usual. 

With all this in. its favour the 
movement for reform should 
have attracted the respectful 
notice of the politicians enlisted 
under the banner of Lord Ulls- 
water, a former Speaker of the 
House of Commons. Sad to re- 
lite, the respect has beoa wact- 
ing for that is the only possible 
interpretation of the breakdown, 
although that is attributed ‘in 
the main to the fact that eack 
section of the committee desired 
to look at reform from one polis 
only—the importance of secur 
ing for its party a permanent 
Tease of the affections of the 
electors. So the House of Com- 
mons will continue to labour 
under the stigma of being gross- 
ly unrepresentative of the peo- 
people in their turn 
ue to be open to the 
reproach of electing their repr 
sentatives in a terribly inconse 
quent manner. This, the critics 
will rightly say, is yet another 
proof of the madness of the Brit- 
ish nation. They will ask why 
recourse is not boldly had to tha

sists in allowing the House of

Had Lai Hang| 
heen killed by the hand of another, 
the route of the bullet would have 
been about parallel with the ground, 
while it actually took a slanting 
course, the place of exit being con- 
siderably higher than the hole made 
by the shot in entering the skull.

For a few days there was quite an 
exodus of both foreigners and 
Chinese, but at the time of writing 
there ate still about 300 foreigners 
here, Some are old residents who 
naturally are loth to leave this|

‘The summer Convention, always 
a.feature of Kuling life, has natur- 
aily suffered from point of numbers, 
but the meetings have on the whole 
een well attended. Owing to the 
‘uniaitled condition it was impossible 
to.necure speakers from beyond the 
community, and so we had to ar- 
range for leaders among those who 
were here. The Convention opened 
on,,Sunday, the 3rd, and continued 
‘one-week, The early morning de- 
votional mectings and the daily 
Bible readings at 10.30 were well 
attended and most helpful.

So 
all receptions were cancelled, and 
Mr, Mei returned as quietly as

Nevertheless, several hundred per- 
sons gathered at the railway station 
to greet the actor. The brass 
bands, the cheering crowds and the 
triumphal arches which had been 
planned were lacking, but the erowd

[Japanese sources, the man was a 
trusted worker and had been with 
the bank for a number of years. 
Discovery of a slight shortage in his 
funds during his absence on vac 
tion some weeks ago‘ led to inves- 
tigation, which revealed that ap- 
proximately Y.100,000 in currency 
‘and bonds belonging to the bank 
was missing. 

A country-wide search onsued and 
fa strict watch was kept by the Ja- 
panese Water Police on all outgoing 
vessels. It was believed that the 
man was hiding in some secluded 
part of the country. 

‘The Japanese police, however, 
have now learnt that the man book- 
‘ed a passage for Shanghai under an 
assumed name on the str.

FAR EAST 


Houston to Sail on “Shakedown 
Cruise 


Washington, July 28, 
With the eyes of the world turned 
upon 10,000-ton cruisers since the 
London Naval Conference, the Far 
East will have an opportunity next 
year to see one of the finest United 
States war vessels in this category. 


‘The 10,000-ton light cruiser Hous- 
ton, commissioned at the Norfolk, 
Navy Yard in June, is already 
scheduled to relieve the U.S.S. 
Pittsburgh as flagship of the com- 
mander-in-chief of the Asiatic Fleet 
in the early summer of 1981. Prior 
to that time, the Houston will take 
‘a “shakedown cruise” for which the 
nerary has not yet been announ- 
ced. She is the fourth in the pro- 
gramme of cight light cruisers 
authorized by Congress December 
18, 1924. 

The dimensions of the Houston 
are: length overall, 600 feet; beam, 
65 fect; _mean draft, 17 fect 7 in 
ches; displacement, 10,000 tons. 
Her engines are of the Parsons 
turbine-reduction gear type, and she 
has eight oil-burning White-Forster 
boilers. Armament consists of nine 
eight-inch 55 calibre guns in three 
mounts; four 5-inch 25 calibre anti- 
aircraft guns, two three-pounders 
saluting; and two 21-inch triple 
torpedo tubes above water. 

‘The Houston will be commanded 
by Captain Jesse B. Gay. Her com- 
plement consists of 40 wardroom 
officers, 11 warrant officers, 34 chi 
petty officers, and 519 enlisted men, 

Captain Gay, born at Kankakee, 
Illinois, March 6, 1881, was appoint- 
ed to the Naval Academy from 
South Dakota in 1897, He was 
awarded the Navy Cross for dis 
tinguished service during the world 
war for important convoy services 
of ships under his command, In. 
1919 he served at the Naval Train- 
ing Station, Hampton Roads, Vir- 
inia, and in 3920 was transferred 
to command of the Ashville. Two 































years later he commanded the 
USS, Trinity. 

He was naval inspector of Ordin« 
ance, Chicago-Milwaukee area from 
1923' to 1925 and commanded the 
Melville from 1925 to 1927. He 
was on duty in the Fourteenth 


Naval District, Pearl Harbour, Tervi- 
tory of Hawaii until March, 1980, 
when ordered to duty in connection 
with the fitting out of the Houston, 
United Press.

Dr. Ho declares. Manufactured 
‘goods, which must come principal 
Ty from foreign countries, have 
risen higher than raw materiais 
obstainagle in Ghina. However, in 
‘the past few months, the general 
tendency in the fluctuation of both 
raw materials and manufactured 
goods has been somewhat similar. 

A little more than two years ag>, 
two Chinese dollars would buy one 
American dollar. ‘To-day, almost 
four Chinese dollars are’ required 
for the same purpose. As most 
countries are on a gold basis, all 
imports are affected adversely for 
China. 

Dr. Ho points out, however, that 
Chinese is compelled to import a 
Targe quantity of rice and wheat 
flor, and other food products. T? 
therefore, enters largely into the 
rising living costs. 

Economists have pointed out that. 
China should be entirely self-sup- 
porting so far as food preducts are 
‘concerned. More than ‘80 per cent. 
‘of the population is engaged in agri- 
culture, and there should be ai 
‘ample harvest to provide food for 
the people—United Press.

2, ‘This, affair, as in the case of 
all disputes between a French con- 
‘cern and a Chinese concern, _was| 
taken before the Mixed Court of the| 
French Concession. The judgment 
rendered on January 7, 1930, re- 
ferred the case to arbitrators as| 
provided for in Article 11 of the| 
contract, and, the Company having 
made a1 appeal, the judgment was| 
confirmed purely and simply on

Since that date the arbitrator of 
the China Merchants, Mr. Yuan, has.

PROGRAMME OF LOCAL

Plans for the dredging and im- 
provement of the Soochow Creel 
30 as to facilitate communications 
on this waterway between Soochow

Bureau.

Washington, July 20. 


Silver's spectacular decline has} 
attracted the attention of authori 
ties throughout the Uffited States,

COFFEE 


Washington, July 20, 

Re-awakened optimism concerning 
1 future improvement in the coffee 
Situation is manifest among” the 
Giplomats of coffee growing coun- 
tries here, although they admit 
that the hopefulness is not based 
‘on any immediate or vistble physical 
change in the situation. ‘The upturn 
is expected in the autumn months, 

‘The thought among the diplomats 
fs that a good deal of the trouble 
with coffeo has been of a financial 
character dnd that the next few 
months will witness a general 
clarification of the financial position 
of Brazil. 

‘The world bankers, it is believed, 
have already demonstrated their 
re in Brazil ang its 
economic resources, and are going 
to. support’ the coffee industry 
through the period of depre 
which cannot be of indefinite dura 
tion. 

‘As far as Colombia is conzermed, 
the demand for Colombian coffee has 
held up fairly well, and new trade 
statistics here show that United 
States total merchandise imports 
from Colombia are being maintained 
at more nearly normal figures than 
in the ease of many other Latin 
‘American countries. 

United States total. imports from 
Colombia for the five months ended 
in May were $48,476,000 compared 
with $49,068,000 in the same period 
last year. United States exports to 
Colombia in five months were $11,- 
st $24,006,000. These

Refused Passport 
Vises 


In the U.S, Court for China on 
‘Avg, 15 Judge M 
Judgment in the peti 
‘of mandamus brought. a 
Douglas Jenkins, American Constil- 
General at Canton, by two Chinese 
merchants named Leung Siu-hal and 
Liew-Check. Both petitions were 
denied, 

The petitioners alleged that the 
respondent refused to vise their 
‘passports for a journey to the Unit- 
fd States after they had presentei 
their passports for that purpose in 
‘April. 1929, the refusals being made 
on-July 6, 1929, and September 
23; 1929, veepectively, and that such 
refusals were arbitrary and con- 
‘trary. to law and the treaties of 
the United States pf America, 

‘The defence was in the form of 
‘a denial of jurisdiction or arbitrary 
treatment. ‘Dr. George Sellet, U.S. 
District Attorney, appearing on be- 
hhalf of the respondent, opposed the 
ishuance of the writs on the follow- 
ing’ grounds:

In his judgment, which covered 
doth petitions, Judge Purdy said 
that so far es the question éf jeris- 
diction was concerned tte had to de-

the laws of Congress enacted for 
‘the purpose of carrying those trea- 
ties into effect, conferred jurisdic: 
tion in esuch petitions upon the U.S. 
Court for China and whether the 
Court was empowered to issue a 
writ of mandamus im an original 
proceeding. Answering the second 
question first, he had no hesitation 
in deciding that the U.S. Court for 
China had authority to issue writs 
of such nature as ax original and 
independent remedy. Sections 145 
and 191 of the laws of the United 
States conferring jurisdiction upo2 
the U.S. Court for China were spe- 
‘cific i that regard. 

The question of jurisdiction led 

‘of a subject much 

: The ad- 
mission or exclusion of cliens by] 
a sovereign state. Historically 
speaking, this question had neve: 
been within the realm of judicial 
inquiry or control. In the cases 
Fong Yue-ting v. United States of 
‘America (149 U.S, 698-713) and 
United States of America v. Phelps 
(22 Fed. 2nd Series 288-290), the 
former laid it down that the power 
to exclude or to expel aliens, being 
fa power affecting international re- 
ations, was vested only in the po- 
litical departments of the Govern 
‘ment, and the latter directed a 
consul to assure himself of the 
temporary nature of a visit by an 
alien to the United States of Amer- 
fea and to act accordingly, and 
further decided that wrongful re- 
fusal to vise a passport should be 
the ground for diplomatic complaint. 

‘The question of jurisdiction could 
also be settled by reference to a 
in which Chinese 
were joners in similar 
‘circumstances, and to the Constitu- 
tion. Tt was’ perfectly clear that 
the United States Court for China 
was not required to see that 
petitioners had a fair hearing be- 
fore consular or diplomatic officials.

“An Encyetical Letter to the Faith- 
ful.” ‘signed ty His Grace the 
Archbishop of Canterbury on ‘be- 
half of the Conference,

Jong, begins:' “We are aware of 
the ‘extent go which the very 
thought of God seems to be passing 
away from the minds and hearts of 
many, even in nominally Christian 
naticns.”

Investigation by the Air Ministry

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LONDON LICKPENNY

It is a common enough literary 
experience for a sentence or @ 
few words to jump out of a page 
and hit the reader between the 
eyes, They just leave their con- 
text in the smudge of grey the 
type becomes, and stand out as 
if they were set in a special, bold 
advertising fount—the type that 
you can “read while you run”. 
That is what happened with 
“London Lickpenny” last week. 
It leapt out of a page of pro- 
‘verbs, Proverbs, of all things! 
Its inclusion in a page of pro- 
verbs seems inexplicable. It was 
invented by one John Lydgate, 
who lived and died (in the 
parlance of records) circa 1970- 
cirea 1450, and combined with the 
profession ofthe priesthood a 
great enthusiasm for literature. 
He had once met Chaucer and 





had greatly admired — that 
wonderful man, He had also 
read most of Chaucer's works 





and when he took to writing him- 
self was not ashamed to borrow 
cone or two of his ideas. “London 
Lickpenny” was his own, how- 
ever, and he wrote a poem about 
it in which he remarks somewhat 
bitterly “for lack of money I 
could not speed. Since a 
biographer of poets of his type 
usually writes centuries afte: 
every one else has forgotten 
about them and thus has to dig 
about in all sorts of old docu- 
ments and chance remains for 
any particulars worthy of 
inclusion in their biographies, it 
is hat surprising that this 
Phrase has not been noted, It is 
eommonly believed by one set of 
admirers that John Lydgate at- 
tained to the priorate of Hat- 
field Broadoak, after spending 
years in improving his education, 
while there is another school 
which insists that he even went 
to Paris and Rome to'refresh his 
mind from the founts of wisdom 
which flowed there. But surely 
one who wrote with such con- 
viction about “London Lick- 
penny” and bemoaned the fact 
that “for lack of money he could 
not speed” could not have en- 
joyed the comfortable position 
of prior, or have been able to 
afford the expense—and it wai 
then terrific—of touring the 
Continent in search of such a 
thing as knowledge, John 
Lydgate, if thi¢ poem reflects 
anything of his own experience: 
must have known what it was to 
be “hard up".

‘This is not mentioned, how- 
ever, with the purpose of setting 
‘on foot an historical controversy. 
So many years after his demis 
can matter very little whether 
he was rolling in the wealth of a 
fat priory, or had a hard 
struggle asa schoolmaster in his 
declining di i 
clined to think, Especially is 
this the case since he did not 
contribute anything of really 
permanent value to English 
literature. He survives as a 
relic of the age in which, it may 
be said, English literature w: 
born, The “well of English’ 
Chaucer, had set a style which 
John Lydgate, and with him 
several other contemporaries, 
followed without appreciation of 
the subtler beauties of their 
model. To them, as for some time 
later, Chaucer was simply & 
teller of interesting stories, and 
they tried to do the same thing 
with varying success. But they 
did not possess the qualities 
which made Chaucer live, and 
they even erred in style in the 
view of contemporary critics, as 
the epitaph of John Lydgate 
shows: 

Eke ‘John Lydgate, sometime 
‘monk of Bury, 
‘His books indited with terms of 
shetorie 
































‘And half changed Latin, with 
coneeits of poetry. 
In view of this it is interesting 
and even curious that a modera 
biographer — not apologis 
should comment — upon

lucidity. “Since his writings are 
read more easily than Chaucer's, 
the inference is plain—that he 
‘was more effectual as a maker 
of our present English,” says 
this writer. 


‘The man who writes because 
something to say and 
to say it as lucidly as 
possible, careless of word 
cadences in his search for 
simplicity, deserves sympathy 
and encouragement. He is dif- 
ferent from him who writes 
simply because he has so many 
words corked up within him that 
he must give them an outlet or 
explode. But lucidity is obvious- 
ly relative. ‘That conclusion is 
arrived at after a perusal of 
some of the lines written by 
John Lydgate which have been 
handed down to to-day, To quote 
from a passage of “The Story ot 
Thebes” entitled “How falsely 
Bthyolces leyde a busshement in 
the way to have, slaya 
‘Tydeus”

To return, however, to “Lon- 
don Lickpenny”, ‘The biographer 
previously quoted finds that the 
humour of this piece _ is 
“especially bright and effective, 
but, unluckily for the author, the 
piece is believed to have been 
retouched by some other hand. 

‘The longer efforts are of the 
nature of translations from 
sundry medieval compilations, 
so the task of assigning credit 
where credit is due becomes in- 
creasingly difficult. However, 
John Lydgate enjoyed a brief 
century of fame immediately 
after his death, being ranked by 
his suedessors in literature on a 
par with Chaucer and Gower. He 
will probably never get so high 
again, but it is equally probable 
that he will never sink so low 
as he did in the eighteenth and 
nineteenth "centuries, when 
critics racked their brains for 
epithets—“stupid 
and disgusting,” “cartloads of 
rubbish”, ete. Critics of this 
1 age allow him to 
be better than this, but even so 
his work only just survives. 
‘Most vigorous in life is “London 

















Lickpenny”, the title of one of 
his poems—the phrase respons- 


ible for all this effusion, 
which jumped out of a page 
of proverbs and hit the reader 
between the eyes. From among 
proverbs of all things!

New York, July 5. 

“Unless the women of America| 
make a decided effort to return to, 
the business of homes and home- 
making, the most vital foundation 
of our national life is threatened, 
according to Mrs. Thomas A. 
son, wife of the inventor and 
daughter of Lewis Miller, co-founder 
of Chautauqua Institution; who gave 
her impressions of the modern 
woman in a radio address over a 
network of National Broadcasting 
‘company stations headed by station 
WZ, New York, July 7. 

Dr. John Winters, dean of the 
‘school of education of New York 
University and Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, wife of New York's 
governor, will be speakers in the 
Chautauqua series on July 14 and 
28 respectively. 

Mrs, Edison declares that modern 
women, those who do not want to 
devote’ themselves to making a 
home for a husband and family, is 
undermining our national founda- 
tion. 

“Tt is because women are not 
doing what they should to make 
homes that we are facing an alarm- 
ing restlessness,” she said. Mrs. 
Edison contends that 























astle existence is unfair to men 
and believes if civilization is to be 
feguarded homes must be main- 
tained through dignifying the home 
‘and home work. 

Mrs. Edison calls the efficient 
home maker “home executive and 
declares the term “housewife” does 
rot apply to the capable woman who 
conduets the business of home mak- 
ing just as efficiently as the bu 
ness executive carries on his work, 

“As the head of the home, wom 
‘occupies a most important and envi 
‘able position for home-making offers 
women the finest possible career, 
for running a home well is the 
biggest business we have,” she said. 
“The woman in the home must be 
‘executive with a great many 
qualifications to enable her to fill 
the triple role of wife, mother and 
home-maker.”

Declaring that women, in secking 
a new freedom, are like children 
with new toys, Mrs. Edison, herself 
a home-executive who has made 2 
successful career of wifehood, 
motherhood and homemanagement, 
blames the present sffuation on a 
combination of suffrage and the 
war. In getting the idea of better- 
ing things for themselves by enter- 
ing the business world, man's world, 
homes and lives have been turned 
topsy-turvy by women; she believes. 
She thinks women have lost their 
prestige in their own sphere, that 
of home-makers, and have failed to 
gain its equivalent in the man’s 
sphere, for women still have‘a long’ 
way to go to achieve a measure of 
sucess comparable to that of man. 


Solving the Problems

“4A wife is not a man's slave. 
She should be his partner and his 
companion. ‘The husband should re- 
cognize the wife’s part as a big 
part, and their arrangement should 
be a fifty-ffty proposition. A wife 
sannot Keep her self-respect if she 
is obliged to ask or ber for money 
for her personal needs. Worse, 
stil, is it to offer to pay a wife 
salary. The marriage vow, “With 
all'my worldly goods I thee endow,” 
makes marriage essentially a part- 
nership. By setting aside a certain 
proportion of the income for the 
Wife's personal. expenses and a 
separate proportion for household 
needs, many family difficulties which 
hinge’ on money-matters may be 
avoided, it seems to me. 

“If we are to encourage our 
‘women to return to the home and 
to the business of home-making as 
fk career, we must assure them of 
4 measure of the dignity and finan- 
cial independence which they have 
found in working outside the home. 
‘Deep down in her heart every 
woman wants a home, and most 
‘women want children. 
to me that a solution of many of 
‘our present problems and our unrest 
lies in getting back to the home and 
eetting away from cramped living 
conditions.
